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THE  “OLD”  NEW  ORLEANS 


From  the  standpoint  of  historic  interest  and  romance,  no  city 
in  the  United  States  can  compare  with  New  Orleans,  the  metropolis 
of  the  South  and  Second  Port,  U.  S.  A.  Founded  by  Bienville  in 
1718,  the  City  has  been  under  the  French  Flag  twice,  the  colors 
of  Spain,  the  emblem  of  the  Confederacy  and  finally,  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  of  these  United  States. 

New  Orleans,  the  Crescent  City,  lies  within  the  famous  curve 
of  the  Mississippi  on  the  eastern  bank,  1 1 0 miles  from  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico.  Many  buildings  intimately  identified  with  the  early 
history  of  New  Orleans  and  the  Province  of  Louisiana  may  be  seen 
to-day  in  the  Old  French  Quarters.  Notable  among  these  is  the 
Cabildo,  a structure  of  distinct  Spanish  architecture,  built  in  1795. 
The  ceremonies  incident  to  the  transfer  of  Louisiana  to  the  United 
States,  took  place  in  this  building,  which  adjoins  the  historic  St. 
Louis  Cathedral  facing  Jackson  Square  which  lies  in  the  heart  of 
the  quarter. 

The  American  troops  led  by  Jackson  in  1815,  assembled  here 
before  proceeding  to  Chalmette,  where  the  complete  rout  of  the 
trained  British  Army  took  place. 

The  “Old  Absinthe  House,”  “Haunted  House,”  and  numerous 
other  interesting  buildings  are  preserved  to-day  as  reminders  of 
the  past. 

“Mardi  Gras,”  as  a world  famed  festival,  will  always  be  as- 
sociated with  any  mention  of  the  “Old”  New  Orleans.  The  balls, 
pageants  and  other  contributing  features,  had  their  inception  in 
182  7,  when  the  scions  of  old  French  families,  educated  in  Paris, 
decided  to  inaugurate  a fete  along  the  lines  of  the  Parisian  cele- 
bration. 

Quaint  French  restaurants  in  the  old  quarter  have  done  much 
to  make  New  Orleans  cooking  famous  throughout  the  world.  La- 
fayette, Thackery,  the  Grand  Duke  Alexius,  and  other  personages, 
have  tasted  of  and  sung  its  praises. 

The  beauty  of  the  foliage  and  the  flowers  the  year  round, 
the  lawns  and  gardens,  the  handsome  residences,  the  charm  of  the 
people,  the  yatching  on  Lake  Pontchartrain  with  its  800  square 
miles  of  surface;  the  parks  and  the  bayous  with  their  moss-hung 
live  oaks;  the  year-round  bathing,  boating,  hunting  and  fishing; 
the  tennis  and  golf,  the  drives  and  the  walks,  make  departure  re- 
luctant and  return  anticipated. 

The  land  area  is  196  square  miles,  the  population  387,219 
in  1919;  the  population  of  the  industrial  zone,  525,000;  the  Negro 
population  100,930,  the  city  ranking  fifth  in  total  Negro  popula- 
otni,  and  eighteeth  of  twenty-six  Southern  cities  in  per  cent  of 
Negro  population. 
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The  government  is  administered  by  a Mayor  and  four  other 
$ commissioners.  State  and  levee  taxes  are  8%  mills  on  100  per 

± cent;  city  and  school  taxes,  21  Vi  mills  on  eighty-five  per  cent  of 

assessed  valuation.  The  total  assessed  valuation  for  1921  was 
$ $508,044,080. 

t In  addition  to  the  United  States  Naval  Base  dry  dock  with 

f a capacity  of  16,000  tons,  there  are  7 others  with  varying  capa- 
? cities  up  to  10,000  tons,  and  keel  block  length  up  to  520  feet, 
and  total  capacity  of  33,250  tons.

X 000,000.  New  Orleans  is  a recognized  jobbing  center  for  gro-

If  States  for  cotton,  bananas,  rice  and  burlaps,  and  one  of  the  largest

;;  the  world  in  quantity  handled.
